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NOTES AND DEFINITIONS 


Area and Command: 


Western Pacific Area comprises Australia, New Guinea and Islands, Philippines, 
Ryukyu Islands, Korea and Japan, and also refers to all U. S. Army personnel 
(except Sth and 20th Air Forces) located therein. 


AFWESPAC refers to all U. S. Army personnel located in Australia, New Guinea 
and Islands, Philippines and Ryukyu Islands exclusive of troops under the 
jurisdiction of Armies, Air Forces and Air Transport Command. 


Annual Rates Per Thousand: 


Rates in the form of "annual rates per thousand men" are conventionally used 
in medical statistics and reporting. They serve the purpose of basing obser- 
vations on a common time-period. Most annuél rates in this report are based 
on observation of a month-long period; such rates can be converted to rough 
percentages for the month by dividing them by 120. :

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DAILY NONEFFECTIVE RATE—WESTERN PACIFIC AREA 
SELECTED CAUSES 


The September non-effective rates in the en- 
tire Western Pacific Area for all of the selected 
causes showed decreases from those reported during 
the previous month, most notable of which were the 
decreases of more than 50% for infectious hepa- 
titis and almost 30% for non-battle injuries. 


The differences between current non-effective 
rates from non-battle causes and the corresponding 
average rates for last year reflect chiefly the 


change in location and exposure of troops between 
New Guinea and the Philippines. Troops in New 
Guinea suffered relatively high rates for non- 
battle injuries, psychiatric disease, malaria, 
dermatoses, scrub typhus, and dengue, while troops 
in the Philippines show high rates for common 
respiratory, diarrheal, and venereal diseases. 


For obvious reasons, the current non-effective’ 


rate for battle causes is markedly lower than that 
for last year.

For September the annual admission rates to 
sick report per thousand strength were substan- 
tially lower than for August, not only for prac-~ 
tically all selected causes but in practically all 
geographical areas. Further, the decreases oc- 
curred in the relatively constant groups of non- 


communicable diseases and non-battle injuries as 
well as in communicable diseases. This trend sug- 
gests that other than normal factors (possibly 
psychological deterrents among prospective re- 
turnees) tended to reduce the number of minor 
illnesses and injuries admitted to sick report 
throughout the theater.
